1. REFERENCE ALLOTMENT AUTHORIZED $200 DURING FIRST THREY QUARTERS 
FY74 FOR LANGUAGE TRAINING SANAA. 

2. THIS ALLOTMENT OBVIOUSLY BASED ON THAT PREVIOUSLY ISSUED TO U.S. 
INTERESTS SECTION (ALLOTMENT WAS SO ADDRESSED) OF FIVE PERSONNEL 
AND WHICH NOT UTILIZED FULLY. HOWEVER, U.S. MISSION. SANAA, NOW 
COMPRISED OF 13 EMBASSY, ONE USIS AND THREE DIRECT HIRE USAID 
PERSONNEL. 

3. IN ORDER TO FORMULATE LANGUAGE TRAINING PROGRAM EMBASSY WOULD 
APPRECIATE INCREASE OF ALLOTMENT BY $1,555 TO NEW TOTAL OF 

$1,755 FOR ENTIRE FY74 WHICH TO BE UTILIZED AS FOLLOWS: 

A) INDIVIDUAL TUTORING OF AMBASSADOR AND DCM, THREE LESSONS 
EACH PER WEEK IN ADVANCED ARABIC AT YR20 (APPROX. $5.00) 

PER LESSON; 

B) GROUP LANGUAGE CLASS FOR BASIC ARABIC, THREE TIMES PER 
WEEK DURING AFTERNOONS OF "LONG WORKDAYS'" AT YR20 PER 
GROUP LESSON. IF ENOUGH INTEREST NOT GENERATED A GROUP 
ADVANCED ARABIC CLASS COULD BE INSTITUTED FOR THREE 
JUNIOR FSO ARABISTS. 
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4. THEREFORE, REQUEST SECOND QUARTER ALLOTMENT INCREASE OF $435 TO 
COMMENCE ABOVE, WE WILL UTILIZE UNUSED FIRST QUARTER PORTIONS 
OF $100 AND SECOND PORTION OF $50 TO COVER BALANCE OF $585 
REQUIRED IF PROGRAM GETS OFF GROUND. IF PROGRAM GOES, THIRD AND 
FOURTH QUARTER PORTIONS WILL NEED TO BE INCREASED $535 AND $585 
RESPECTIVELY. FURTHER, PLEASE FORWARD SOONEST SAMPLE
